directors an order may be issued im- 
mediately which will mean: 


Nation wide"embargo on freight. 
A40 per cent cut in passenger train 
service throughout the country.

"The situation is extremely serious 


and immediate action is necessary"' 
said R._ H. Aishton, regional director of 
the noclhwestern roads.

TO SAVE COAL SUPPtY 


Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. IS.—With 
coal miners of the country still refusing 
to return to work, drastic orders for 
curtailment of fuel have gone into ef- 
fect throughout Indiana. 


Reports from over the state today 
yere to the effect that an order issued 
by the Indiana public service commis- 
sion to discontinue service for electric 
signs, 
show 
windows 
illumination, 


fountains and other non-essential uses 
of gas, water and electricity, had been 
generally carried out. In Indianapolis 
the streets presented the appearance of 
the lightless nights of war time. 


The commission's orders provides for 
immediate discontinuance of service to 
all consumers who violate the order. 
In the coal fields there was no change 
in the situation, the miners remaining 
firm in their refusal to return to work 
pending satisfactory developments at 
the Washington conference.

Jackson 
Memorial, 
Designed, and 


Erected by "Sculptor Who Start- 


ed Life as Plasterer. 


The Jackson--^statue, in Lafayette 


park, Washington, was the first eques- ( 
trjan statue unveiled in the United 
States. The famous statue of George 
III. which the New York patriots pull- 
ed down in 1776, was built before there 
was a United States. 
The Jackson 


statue was designed and erected by. 
Clark Mills, a "self-made" sculptor, 
wfio started life as a plasterer. He 
had never seen an equestrian statue 
before he started work on this one, 
and the appliances for modeling and 
casting were made by him. The metal 
in the group is made of cannon cap- 
tured by Jackson from the British. 
" The equipoise of the group is per- 
fect, and no important balancing rods 


! are used to keep the statue from top- j 
' pi ing. 
Mills claims that he had so ; 


perfectly attained the center of gray-' 
ity In the work that the group would 
balance perfectly on the hind feet of 
the rearing charger. This fact was, 
proved, but when the statue was erect- 
ed the hind feet of the horse were 
bolted, or otherwise fastened,' to the 
base or pedestal, to secure it against 
the possible effects of high winds or

BHindensberg; the Kentucky regimen- 
tal flag, the Fourth regiment of United 
States infantry, taken at Detroit;-the 
Second regiment of the United States 
infantry and another-taken at Queens- 
town Heights. 


I wonder how many Americans 


know of their existence. It would cer- 
tainly be a graceful act of the British 
government to return them to Amer- 
ica. No doubt the American author- 
ities have some similar trophies which 
they would be pleased to exchange.— 
London .Landmark. 


Assists Visits to Graves. 


'According to a report received here 
the American Young Women's Chris- 
tian association overseas has been re- 
quested by the United Slates army to 
open hotels to care for relatives vis- 
iting the four large American military 
cemeteries in France. The first hotel 
will be opened at.Revigny, near the 
cemetery where is a small town, and 
prior^to this had no hotel accommoda- 
tions. A cable aiso states that hotel 
Petrograd, the Y. W. C. A. hostess 
house in Paris, which was to have 
been turned into an American women's 
club with an information bureau and 
guides, for the benefit pf woman rel- 
atives going to France to visit sol- 
dier's graves, is now being used for 
the emergency housing of 200 British 
and French girls working with the 
American army.

Instinctively the mental 
picture follows Hobbenia's "Avenue of 
Middleharnis," with spindling, thin- 
shanked, wisp-topped and scant-on- 
shade trees eithfr side the road. What 


i a different aspect maples would give 


the scene, or oaks, or elms or other 
wide-spreading varieties. The Euro- 
pean, like the oriental, seems to have 
chosen his favorite trees on some 
oilier basis than expansive foliage— 
the cedar, the cypress, the palm, the 
stonepine, the poplar of Lombardy; 
yet the inspiration for Gothic cathe- 
drals came from the solemn groves of 
archlike trunks and limbs and fo- 
liage, and wherever two elms meet 
there is the suggestion right at hand. 


Many years must elapse before the 


war-torn regions are again venerable 
with trees, and by that time a new 
school of landscape painting may have 
come, glad to paint full, rounded trees 
like the American, Inness: or, revers- 
ing the Innes.s method, of leaving a 
circular opening through bis trees to 
reveal the scene beyond, this future 
school mar feature the transplanted 
maple's rounded "area" in the fore- 
ground while displaying the European 
background on either side. 


BANANAS MAKE BERLIN GLAD

tive of the Tropics Is Real 


Symbol of Peace. 


As I was passing down the Fried- 


richstrasse, says a correspondent of the 
London Times, writing from Berlin, 
my eye was caught by a crowd of 
people which suddenly collected in 
front of a delicatessen shop. 


It was only with difficulty that one 


could get near enough to see what it 
was that attracted so much attention. 
I heard exclamations of wonder and 
admiration, and on looking a little 
more closely saw—a bunch of bananas 
which the shopkeeper had just hung 
up in the window and which was a 
novelty to the Berliners, who for near- 
ly five years have seen not a trace 
of- this fruit, once so plentiful and 
cheap in the capital.

MANY MILLIONS CANNOT READ 


Oni-Tenth of Population of the United 


States Over Ten Years Ar« 


Illiterate. 


"According to the best estimates," 


says a writer in Everybody's for July, 
"about 10,000,000, or more .than one- 
tenth of our population over ten years 
old, cannot read of write English—a 
number greater than the whole popu- 
lation of Canada; greater than the 
whole population of the South in the 
Civil war; greater than the combined 
populations of 15 of our states. And 
of this number, fully half can neither 
read, write nor speak English. In 
some cities, such as Passnic, N. J., or 
Fall River, Mass., these strangers num- 
ber a sixth or more of the population. 


"If this enormous population, alieu 


in speech or literature or custom, were 
merely '« population,' merely living 
among us, that would be one thing to 
think about. But all of this 10,000,- 
000 are also working among us, trying 
to build some kind .of Jlfe for them- 
selves. And in so doing, they have 
brought themselves into a closer re- 
lationship with us than we are often 
willing to admit, even if we are aware 
of it. More than 58 per .cent of. the. 
people who make our steel and iron, 
more than 72 per cent pf those who 
make our clothes, more than So per 
cent of those who refine our s'ugar, 
are foreign-born. 
And nearly all of 


them cannot read or write English, 
and at least a quarter of them cannot 
read or write their own language. Six 
hundred and twenty thousand of the 
million who mine pur coal are foreign- 
born, and 465,000 of these come from 
non-English-speaking races, with but 
the slightest ability, if auy, to read the 
English language."
